— Slay Decide to Leave the Mattel 
In Republicans' Hands — How an 
Extra Session May Be Avoided 


Washington, Jan. 31.—A conference 


of Democrats aud their associates of 
the Populist and Silver Republican 
faith will be held today, as a result ol 
the declaration by Mr. Frye that he in- 
tended to push the consideration of thg 
ship subsidy bill to the exclusion of ull 
other business, yielding only te a vote of 
the senate. 
This conference wifl de- 


termine the fate of the bill. 


If the opponents of the bill decide to 


continue a stiff fight and debate the 
measure at great length, it will mean 
defeat at this session, with the short 
time remaining to pass the appropria- 
tion bills. 
The conference also will 


take into cousideration whether the 
minority will desire to take the re- 
sponsibility of defeating a party meas- 
ure of the majority. 


Some of. the opponents of the bill on 


the Democratic side feel that if the 
Republicans are determined to pass tha 
bill the minority should not go further 
than to state their objections fully and 
vote against it, and to let the Republi- 
cans take the responsibility which is 
theirs. 


It also develops that no one wants an 


extra session, and that one will 
be 


avoided if there is any possible way of 
doing so. 
It is even said that the 


Spooner bill will be passed in order to 
avoid sucb session. 


Republican leaders say that thej 


believe aii extra session can be avoided 
They also say that the Democrats must 
decide whether they will take the re- 
sponsibility of defeating the subsidy 
bill, and if It is demonstrated that they 
are willing to take that responsibility, 
then other necessary legislation will be 
pressed rapidly to avoid an extra ses- 
sion. 


The latest authoritative comment on 


the extra session program Is that the 
president's reluctance to make the 
downright and unequivocal announce- 
ment of his intention Is due to his hoi s 
that congress may still be induced 10 
take some action at the present sessiou 
on Cuba and the Philippines. 


He has an idea that possibly the Dem- 


ocrats would rather vote for the Spoon- 
er bill for the future government of the 
Pbilippiues than get the credit before 
the country of forcing an extra session. 
The Cuban business requires more 
thought. 
It is not easy to devise a 


means of shifting the responsibility 
from the president's shoulders to those 
of congress, and at tbe same time es- 
cape immediate legislation on the 
subject of the Cuban constitution. 


Yet this, though difficult, is not im- 


probable., A number of leading sena 
tors assert that there is no need of 
haste in acting on the Cuban situation. 
If the leading senators go to the presi- 
dent, with a proposal that he forego hi.

congress on consideration that the sen- 
ate, at its brief special session on March

Edward, king and emperor, repre-

He is the official head of the Episco- 


pal Church of England and of the 
Presbyterian Church of Scotland. 


He holds the title of defender of the 


faith because the pope bestowed it 
upon Henry VIII for writing a 
phampblet against Luther just before 
Henry deserted the pope for not giving 
him a divorce. 


He is the greatest Mohammedan 


sovereign of the world, ruling over 
more Moslems than obey the sultan 
of Turkey. 


He is the first Brahman and the first 


Parsee sovereign of the globe. 


He possesses the most sacred shrines 


of the Buddhists. 


He is the head of several colonies of 


Confucians. 


He has subjects of every shade of 


idolatry, many of whom are regularly 
supplied with machine made gods by 
enterprising British manufacturers in 
Birmingham.

Neither Wire* Nor Carbon 


(o Break or Bnrn—Eleetrtelty DU- 
ebarved Into Hollow GlaM Tnbejp 
Bn»ta Into White Flaate—Re»nlt 1m 
liiffht Reaembltnv a Clondr Day. 
Nikola Tesla has at last perfected hi! 


new system of electric lighting—day* 
light illumination, it may be called— 
and he hopes to have it soon introduced 
into general use. 


Under a full head of electricity th» 


lamp has the color of ice in the ran. 
The light is soft and absolutely steady. 
So diffuse Is it that it deceives the eya 
and at tirst seems without much power 
of illumination. 


This is the light—the "perfect sani- 


tary" light, as Tesla calls it—which h» 
has been seeking for ten years. There 
are neither wires nor carbon filaments 
to break or burn out. The lamp may 
be described as a nest of glass tube* 
bent in rectangular form. 


Each lamp has about 20 feet of th» 


white flaming tubes. Into this square 
coil of hollow glass of*the diameter of 
one's finger electricity is sent quivering 
from Tesla's oscillator. 


Bursting into light, it -floods tha 


apartment with the clear light or day. 
It is daylight—not the splendor of the 
eun, but the light of the sun as on a 
cloudy day when one forgets that tb* 
BUD is shining. 


Tesla's oscillator, which be believes 


is tbe key for solving the most impor- 
taiit electrical problems of the day. 
causes electrical vibrations of incon- 
ceivable speed. These vibrations turn 
the atoms of the gases in tbe tubes In- 
to, as It were, little comets, which 
shoot through the inclosed space with, 
tremendous rapidity, leaving trains off 
light behind. 


This sudden starting and stopping 


of the current produce continuous 
light, not of the incandescent nor of 
the arc light character, but purely so- 
lar. In other words, each lamp is * 
little sun. 


When a New York Herald reporter 


recently saw the little white Icy tubes 
shining along the ceiling of Testa's lab- 
oratory, they appeared no more re- 
sponsible for tbe daylight in the room 
than the glass pendants of a chan- 
delier. In a far corner an ordinary in- 
candescent bulb was glowing. It waa 
extlnguishedr but the daylight remain- 
ed. When Tesla's icy tubes were ex- 
tinguished, tbe place was in darkness. 


Several interesting experiments were 


also made. 
Tbe sudden lighting of 


gas or of the ordinary electric lamp 
so shocked and strained, tbe eyes that 
one seemed for the moment afflicted 
with a sudden yellow blindness. 


The Tesla lamp is not like any of 


the known lights in use. It seems only 
a bunch of crystals glowing on the 
ceiling at midday. But remove theflk 
and all light vanishes.

If you have ever visited the city of 


Zucetacas, Mexico, you have heard the 
etory of "The Devil's Inn" and been 
mystified over it. 
If you have not 


heard the story by word of mouth,"you 
will be interested in it. 


On the highway to Ban Lnis, about 


four miles out of Zacetacas, are the 
ruins ef the inn. They have been ruins 
since 1384. For ten years previous to 
that the inn was unoccupied and grad- 
ually falling into decoy.

TO MOVE COLTSVILLE STATION, SAYS WIFE REFUSED TO COOK 


Possible Change That B. and A. Will 


Make Due to Trolley Extension 


With the talk about trolley extension 


from Colisville to Cheshire and Adams, 
comes the announcement of a probable 
change in the Coltsville station on the 
Boston & Albany railroad. 


It la understood that for some time 


past the Boston & Albany company has 
been considering the faultiness of the 
present location of its Coltsville sta- 
tion. Ever since the Dalton extension 
o£ the Pittsfleld street railway corn- 
pay's line, it has been proved that the 
railroad station was not 
satisfactory. 


It is a quarter of a mile from the 
street railway and passengers for Dal- 
ton were unable to make good connec- 
tions. 


Last fall the Boston and Albany sur- 


veyors made surveys and plans for a 
change. Th<* plan considered is to move 
the station irom its present location, 
about .230 yards- south to the bridge, 
where the road leading from Pittsfleld, 
by way of the Allen stock farm, to 
Dalton, passes over the Boston and Al- 
bany tracks. 


If this- change is made passengers 


going to and from Dalton. who wish to 
stop at the Boston and Albany station 
may be accommodated. The Boston and 
Albany company will also build a road 
from the present station across the 
field south to the new station. The 
change is quite likely to be made in the 
spring.

Today he was called on to de- 
cide whether -a man is bound to support 
a wife who will not cook meals for him. 


The case was one for non-s'upport 


against Oscar Oschman, brought by his 
wife. The unusual feature of the case 
ia that this is the fourth time that the 
same charge has been brought against 
Oschman by his wife, the two not get- 
ting along together as well as custom 
decrees- that a man and wife should. 


Mrs. 
Oschman testified that her hus- 


band had refused to support her and 
their eight years old son. Mr*. Mur- 
phy, 
a neighbor, was a witness for Mrs. 


Oschman. 


Mr. Oschman testified that before he 


refused to support her, his wife told 
him to gat out 'of the house, that she 
did not want to live with him any more 
and that she had for some time re- 
lus-ed to cook meals for him, although 
he had been supplying her with pro- 
v -M< rs. In consequence he was forced 
to depend on lunch counters and pro- 
visions which he could prepare himself. 


The court reviewed the case at con- 


siderable length, saying that the laws 
held that a man was bound to support 
his- family, even if h3 did have trouble 
with his wife, and that because the 
wife refused to cook food was sureiy 
no reason the lather should not sup- 
port the child. He continued the casg 
for a week, to allow the couple to make 
up end be friends again.

Discrepancies IB Testimony 


Today's New Tork Herald publishes

"Robert L. Fosburg, father of the 


murdered girl, told of grappling with 
two burglars who fiorc^vi their way into 
the room occupied by himself and his 
wife. One of these men, Mr. Fosbure 
said, pointed a revolver at his head, but 
he wag fortunate" enough to kntock this 
weapon from the rumba's hand. The 
other burglar, Mr. Fosburg declared, 
carried no revolver. He said that a 
third man, who. stood in the hall, acting 
as a sort of sentry, fired the bullet that 
killed his daughter- This story was 
corroborated by Mrs- Fosburg and, in 
the main, by her daughter Beatrice. 


"Robert Stewart Fosbursr, however, 


told a story that was different in es- 
sential details- He said that the third 
one of the bursinrs stood inl the door- 
way of what has been described as the 
spare room and that he took no active 
part in the fight; neither did he fire a 
shot.- 


"One of the two men who were struy- 


gling with the older Mr- Fosburg'broke 
away, as he hr-ard assistance coming, 
and, accordin" to "Robert, this burglar 
stood with one foot in the bedroom and 
the other in the hall. From this nosl- 
titml he fired the shot that killed the 
™irl- 


The grand jury saw photographs ofl 


the interior of Llie house, which demon- 
strated that the story told by Robert 
Stewart Fosbiug could not bo true. 
This is really what led to the indict- 
ment." 


In leaving the Fosburg house after 


the murder it is said that one of the 
burglars dropp'-d a shoe, g,nd j£ has 
been one of the theories that this man 
took his shoes off so that he might walk 
through the boose without arousing the 
family. 


But as the oth^r two must have worn 


shoes, the action of the third burglar 
has not been! easily understood How- 
ever, the shoe that W£LS left behind is 
probably destinpd to prove an import- 
ant dew if this crime is to be brousht 
home to its perpetrator.

way in the Fosburg house is being used 
as a clew again, and it is claimed that a 
shoe of its make and number was in- 
cluded in the stock ofl p Pittsfield shoe 
store- Young Fosburg claims that the 
family had bought only women's shoes 
at this store.' 


The reported course of the burglars, 


if"there were ari!y, is said DV the Fog- 
burgs to have been followed the next 
morning by the stubs of burned match- 
>-3, "v.iil^li Lad '-.ecu ca.rclusaly thrown 
aside. These matches are of a neculiar 
quality, seldom used except by hunters, 
fishermen or ethers why may be camp- 
ing out. Thess matches meant little to 
the Pittsfield police, but it has now been 
learned tha.t another house in PHtsfleld 
was entered by burglars the same nlight 
that May Fosburg was killed. There 
the burglars had the same sort of 
matches that were used by the alleged 
intruders at JTosburg's and there, too, 
they threw aside the burned ends-
